vator tower of the new H. C. Capwell 
building now under construction on Clay 
street between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. De Frates, the equilibrist; from 
the Bell Theater, -performed some , mar- 
velous feats in balancing before a large 
crowd of people gathered.in the streets, 
and around the city hall ptsza. yesterday 
afternoon. The tables were set 130 feet 
above the excavation for the foundation 
of the new city hall, and

mishap would have precipitated the dar- 
ing balancer to certain death in the mass 
of steel rods being set in the city hall pit. 


The crowds/of ..pedestrians gathered "in 


Fourteenth arid Fifteenth 
streets from 


Clay to Broa—,vay and along Washington 
street watchea De Frates with extreme 
anxiety. 


Poised on his perilous, aerie, De Frates 


went through a aeries of hair-raising acts, 
while the crowds below watched him .with 
bated breath. The short ' program was 
carried out without mishap, and as De 
Frates closed, -with 'the dangerous', feat 
of balancing himself, feet in air, standing 
on hie hands on the topmost of three" 
chairs piled one upon..-another, on top .of 
one of the tables,-there, was applause * of 
cheers and hand-clapping irom the -hun- 
dreds o£ spectators gathered below. 


ACCIDENT MEANS DEATrl. 


The feats performed' by the equilibrist 


were not more difficult than those he ex- 
hibits daily at the Bell .Theater, except- 
ing that a breeze made the balancing 
more uncertain and entailed an unusual 
caution. But at the theater failure to 
attain -the. exact 
equipose necessary to 


preserve. his -balance would have meant 
only a tumble to the fitage, and perhaps 
a bruised elbow or at worst a wrenched 
wrist.' The slightest' relaxation of the 
lacking nerve tension in the feats of bal- 
ancing over the steel tower of the Cap- 
well Building would . have meant a fall 
of over 130 feet, and instant death.

It Is difficult to state the. percentage 
of contamination, but it probably aver- 
ages about 12 per cent.

of tuberculosis can live in the butter, 
in spite of the salt which it contains, 
and the cold tamperature in which it Is 
stored, for a period

Delegates to the International Ty- 
pographical Union in convention 
in this city this week completed 
their labors today, ancP found lit- 
tle work before them when the 
last session was called to order. 
Important matters were disposed 
of yesterday when the' delegates 
gave emphatic evidence of their 
confidence in the administration, 
the insurgents losing on every 
occasion in which they attempted 
to obtain condemnation of the de- 
cisions of President Lynch. 


Many of the delegates will de- 


part tonight 
for Los Angeles, 


•where a two-day program of en- 
tertainment has been arranged by 
the Los Angeles local. 


The delegates today endorsed 


the proposed international arbi- 
tration agreement reported by the 
executive council and to be sub- 
mitted to the American Rublish- 
er's Association for signing on 
January 1, 1912. 
The proposed 


agreement, which is for five years, 
is intended to replace the present 
agreement, which will expire May 
1, 1912. 


REFERENDUM ON PIECEWORK. 


The question of the 
abolishment 
of I 


piecework, left In doubt by the referen- 
dum vote ot May 17, will be resubmitted 
to tho union by another referendum. This 
decision was reached by the adoption of, 
a resolution 
Introduced 
by 
President 


Lynch, providing that the International 
officers of the union shall underwrite all 
piece scales now in existence until the 
final abolishment of piecework by refer- 
endum vote. 


A number /of amendments were pro- 


posed, but President Lynch prevailed In 
securing tho adoption 
of a 
tentative 


agreement unchanged. 
One of the chief 


points of difference between tho new and 
the old agreement Is that the former 
provides for a local arbitration board of 
five members instead of the board of four 
members, now existing. Under tho new 
agreement two members are to be chosen 
from each side, a chairman not connected 
with either interest to preside. Tho main 
points of the agreement are as follows: 
New agreements will be executed if pe- 
titioned by the local union and the local 
publisher. 


The agreement will recognize Interna- 


tional law and local law not 
affecting 


wages, hours and conditions. 


DETAILS OF CONTRACT. 


The actual contract is to be signed by 


the local publisher and the president and 
secretary of the local union and to be 
guaranteed by the chairman of the spe' 
clal standing committee of the American 
Newspaper Publishers' Association and 
the president of the International Typo- 
graphical Union. 


Holders of present arbitration contracts 


should secure new contracts under-agree- 
ment with and consent of the local union 
Prior to or on May 1, 1912. For continu- 
ous arbitration In all other cases the six- 
ty-day limit is required. 


The report of the arbitration commit- 
tee was read.

"Tne international union has made a! 


wonderful advance within the last ten 
years," said tho resort, "and. this has 
been due largely to its tendency to avoid 
strikes. A strike should never be .called 
until every possible means of agreement 
has been exhausted. We believe this new 
agreement offers the best means of arbi- 
tration yet devised."

until 


• February S, 1312. Other 
unions which 


had negotiated piece scales or had them 
under consideration were Austin, New 
Orleans, Memphis and Vicksburg.. 


TO ABIDE BY AGREEMENTS.

'i "The objection to the pensioning of 
Dr. Wilkinson was in the nature.of an 
attempt to attack upon aj techrilbaUty a 
recognition of the services of a .man who 
had labored effectively- for'almost a life- 
time to build up the institution; 
The 


source from which salaries are to be .paid 
are not emphasized in.the code, which Is 
intended to point out. particularly that 
the'salaries are to be paid monthly, 
directors- had the power to use .the Dur- 
ham- and other funds to the best advan- 
tage, and to expend the income front 
them as they sawn fit. The' only thing 
shown in connection; with .-.the 'financial 
affairs of the school, to wliich exception 
could be taken, Is the failure to report 
to the governor regularly ,,tKe expendi- 
tures from the various trust funds.

for forty years it has been Jjustomary for 
the 
institution's treasurer' ;^to, 
report 


simply the condition of the funds, giving 
the amount of cash on: hand"," interest 
and dividends and receipts from loans. 
Nothing has ever been (brought out to 
iu*tUy~. a, charge' that the \board of di- 


rectors ever refused to give a full ac- 
counting of .expenditures from the trust 
funds, and it is probable, now that such 
a report is insisted'upon, it will be will- 
ingly presented.

; "The .theory" advanced, that Dr.,Wilkin- 
son Is not in need ;of salary as principal 
emeritus. - shows .a misconception of tha 
object of'a pension in- such, cases. It -was 
not, granted as-a matter of . charity • and 
should not "be put1.'upon that /basis. It 
should 'be. .gijjen/.without investigation^es 
to .the . recipient's necessities. I ask .you," 
governor, ";wllat- :wo.uli3. you have .done in 
this -matter had you been a member of the;

is only technical; 


nothing else, Is: claimed. ' Mr. Keith has 
taught backward pupils in the blir'.d/'de- 
partment. The spirit of the law means 
that the principal should be a man who 
has been a-teacher of the deaf and the 
blind for at least three years. - It has 
been found impossible to find a man who 
is competent iii both theso branches. Mr. 
Caldwell, Mr. O'Donnell-and Mr. Perry, 
experienced teachers here, are not quali- 
fied. ''The systems of teaching tha blind 
and the deaf are essentially .different. 
It Is difficult to get a man to ''fill both 
positions'.' Either the deaf or. the blind 
are likely to claim ^fhat they are not 
receiving proper ; attention, whoever is 
principal, under the present system." 


A* brief discussion . between. Oihey and 


Governor Johnson .took place 
at .this 


point, relative to the ..segregation of the 
two departments; 'Johnson declaring that 
he believed the division would ultimate- 
ly take place, although not during his 
administration. 
Olney 
suggested 
that 


the blind be placed "in separata quarters 
on ,the grounds in this city. 
-That there has been no serious' criti- 
cism of tha. actual educational work of 
the school, was' stated 'emphatically by 
Olney in^ resuming his argument.

Reed upon tha. educational work of this 
institution," He said. 
"He has not charged material Ineffi- 


ciency in this department.

LIMITED FUNDS. 


'.'JThe school is. bound by its approprla- 
tibns:.recelved'-from the state. ' Governor, 
if you .will look.-into -the .finances of tha 
institution you will be" surprised 
that 


such good teachers are employed as we 
have here;; with the available funds. 


"Mr. Keith has introduced' a revised 


course of study, and a new. schedule of 
recitation hours hasibeen introduced,,the 
old one being loose and overlapping. 
I 


admit that Mr. Keith should, have known 
just what - was in this course of study. 
He must have relied upon the efficiency 
bf.hls two. capable assistants.in the edu- 
cational department in the arangement of 
tha course. 
B'eneflt has resulted from 


the change in hours. 
The question of 


the merit of rotation of classes, .which- 
has been introduced, . is purely a peda- 
gogical one. There'has not been a suf- 
ficient lapse of tlmS in which to pass 
final judgment upon it. 


ADMINISTRATION GOOD. 


"So far as I can judge, up to the pres- 
ent time, the administration 
of 
Mr. 


Keith has been good. 
He should be 


permitted.to go on until there has been 
a further demonstration .one way or the 
other. According to Dr. Wilkinson, no- 
body : could .be ;found in the. East who 
could fill the position, under the present 
law. 
It was natural, for .the board of 


directors to accept as. final this report 
from the retiring principal. The directors 
were not told by Dr. Wilkinson that Mr. 
Caldwell, now assistant principal, wouh* 
be, h'ls choice of a successor." He doubt- 
ed Mr, Caldwell's capacity on the admin- 
istrative ;• side. Would you say that the 
.choice was made from a. wrong motive?" 


"As to the lack of equipment, there is 


enough to carry on the work of the 
school. The thing most needed is man- 
ual training, and there are reasons for 
its lack, the principal one being a lack 
of funds to develop the work which Mr. 
Keith has taken up."

ROW OVER HEARST STRIKE. 


The delegates at their session last 
night sustained by a unanimous vote 
the action of its executive council in 
declaring illegal the strike of its mem- 
bers called' February 23 against the 
Chicago 
American, 
and^^ Examiner. 


This decision was reached after three 
hours of tempestuous debating. 
President Lynch was accused by 


former President George R. O'Brien 
of the Chicago Typographical Union 
of serving th!e employers' interests 
and of having suppressed' important 
telegrams .and messages bearing on 
the Chicago strike controversy. Dele- 
gate George Koop of Chicago (joined 
O'Brien in the denunciation of Lynch. 


Lynch In his reply read .telegrams 


to sho.w that the Chicago striko had 
been called in open violation of tha 
orders of the executive1'council trans- 
,mitted by him by telegraph 
from 


Washington. He denie'd the charges 
of having suppresed ,cbmmunications 
and .declared .that the ^Chicago strike 
was instigated, as part." of a plot to 
overrule him and deliiat him at the 
next election.

The charges against Lynch, which 


amounted to an accusation of "treason 
to the organization of which he is- 
the executive head; fell flat. His vin- 
dication was_accomptished with cheers 
and"" followed by a wild 'demonstra- 
tion in his honor. His chief detractor, 
O'Brien was hooted'from the floor- of 
the - convention hall, and Koop,_who 
.had joined with O'Brien in the denun- 
ciation of Lynch, did not raise his 
voice when the vote of confidence and 
support was taken.

O'Brien charged that Lynch had 


withheld vital -telegrams and letter^ 
concerning" the case and 
had sup- 


pressed the true facts. 
He averred 
that Lynch had been the . pefsoh'al 
"guest in "Washington of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst at the time of the strike 
and'that Hearst and Commissioner H. 
N. Kellogrgr. of the Publishers' Asso- 
ciation had controlled Lynch in the 
stopping of the.strike. This was ab- 
solutely refuted by Lynch's statement 
and .by the testimony .of Tole- and 
Secretary-Treasurer .Hays.
